British wheat. met a good demand at higher 
prices during the past month owing to the 
somewhat limited supplies and improvement 
in the samples dttered.

Imported wheat met a steady demand, though 
prices were higher, due to hs uncertain crop 
réports in North America and heavy Con- 
i tinental’ purchases.

MAIZE, OATS AND BARLEY. 

Maize has shown a steady rise in price 
owing to the small shipments now arriving. 
The prices, however, are not likely to be main- 
tained on account of the imptoved reports of 
the new crop, which estimate a slight increase 
in the area shown over that of last year. 
As a result of short supplies English oats were 
sparingly offered at higher prices. Imported 
descriptions were also dearer owing to smaller 
supplies arriving from the Argentine. Barley 
has been a steady trade, with prices inclined 
to harden at the close of the month. A 
further slight rise in price is likely to be 
experienced owing to the limited supplies. 

FEEDING CAKES. 

Feeding cakes have been a fairly steady 
trade, and present prices for all kinds, except 
linseed cake, are likely to be maintained. 
Linseed cake, however, will probably ex- 
perience a further rise owing to the high price 
of seed. Middlings and bran have been a 
rather quiet trade, and prices are not likely to 
show any appreciable change during the next 
few weeks.

The implements, machinery, motor vehicles 
and manufactures section promises to be a 
most extensive one, as a very large number 
of applications for space has already been 
received. Intending exhibitors requiring 
covered space, which is limited, are advised 
to notify their requirements immediately. In 
cases of sufficient merit the judges appointed 
will be empowered to recommend the award 
of the Society’s silver medal to new imple- 
ments and new poultry appliances. 
Nurserymen’s displays of notable groups of 
flowering plants and shrubs arranged for effect 
again will be a pleasing feature of the Show, 
and gold or silver medals will be awarded 
according to the number of the entries and 
merit of the exhibits. 
A cattle-judging competition, open to pupils 
who have attended winter agricultural classes 
in Northern Ireland or Antrim Agricultural 
College. during the winter session 1927-1928, 
will again be held. 
With a view to facilitating exhibitors, 
especially those from a distance, arrangements 
have been made for the return, as far as 
practicable, of all stock on the last day of the 
Show. 
Entries for stock, implements and mant- 
factures close on Saturday, 2lst April, and 
for poultry, rabbits, produce and butter- 
making competitions on Wednesday, 2nd May, 
while entries for the jumping competitions 
close on the day before these take place.

VALUE OF IRELAND'S 
_ FRESH PORK TRADE, 
CAPTURING THE 
BRITISH MARKET.

From Our AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT. 

A healthy change of opinion is taking 
place among farmers in Ireland in regard 
to pig-breeding. In the past seasonal 
declines in the price of pigs resulted almost 
immediately in a reduction in the number 
of -pigs retained ly tae average farmer. 
Nowadays the position has altered so much 
that farmers may be said to be taking a 
new outlook altogether. 

The fresh pork industry has opened a 
market which serves two purposes. It pro- 
vides an outlet for the disposal of young 
porkers, thus keeping the farmer supplied 
with cash till sume of his stock are ready 
for the bacon cure; Thus it helps to 
ensure more regularity in the supply of 
bacon pigs, an achievement which has 
hitherto been extremely difficult. 

SMALL PROFITS. 

For some littie time past pork prices have 
been moderate. They have yielded a small 
profit, bat nothing like what some of those 
who took up the business expected. Any 
disappointment experienced in this respect 
was due to the abnormally high price pre- 
vailing for pork at the end of 1926. These 
gave a false idea of values, because at the 
time home-grown pork was scarce, and the 
new industry was only in its infancy. 

Having established a connection with cross- 
Channel markets, those associated with the 
pork trade are apparently determined to hold 
on. They have not been seized with panic 
because prices have fallen. On the contrary, 
they. show a disposition to increase thei 
stocks which is highly praiseworthy. 

For the twelve weeks ended March 22 Jast 
the total number of pigs purchased and ex- 
ported from all alone was 5,069, as 
against 266,462 in 1927 and 215,765 in 1925. 
The number of pigs bought, dead and alive, 
during the same period for curing in the 
Irish Free State was 166,756, compared with 
125,790 in 1927 and 126,156 in 1926; while 
the number bought for curing in Northern 
[reland was 88,402, as against 65,979 in 1927 
and 59,175 n:1926. The exports of pigs from 
all Ireland during the same period were 
87,951, against 76,/36 in 1927 and $1,437 in 
192». 

LARGE ULSTER PIG UNSUITABLE, 

In this connection it is interesting to 
observe that leading bacon-curers in the Irish 
Free State have instructed their buvers not 
to purchase pigs of the Large Ulster type. 
Kxperience has shown that these lop-eared, 
hairless pigs put on too much fat to he 
profitable, and every possible effort has been 
mad@ by the Department of Agriculture to 
prevent the breed being generally used in 
some of the Northern connties. 

Monaghan and Cavan are, I believe, the 
only parts of the Free State in which 
premiums are awarded to Large Ulster boars, 
and then only, as a result of local pressure, 
to a limited extent. It is now being feit 
that in the interests of the pig-breeding 
industry, as a whole, and more especially 
in view of thé requirements of bacon-curers, 
that premiums for boars should be confined 
to the Irish Large White York. 

LICENSING OF BOARS. 

Uncer the Live-Stock Breeding Act the 
linister for Agriculture may, by Order in 
Council, render compulsory the licensing of 
This will give the Department of 
Agriculture. more direct control over pig- 
breeding than it possesses at the moment. 
As a large number of boars have already been 
awarded premiums either by the Department 
of Agriculture or the Irish Bacon-Curers’ 
Association there should not be much diffi- 
culty in carrying out the licensing regula- 
tions,

IN NORTHERN IRELAND, 

In Northern . Ireland it is being 
recognised that the Large White Ulster is 
not exactly the type of pig which suits the 
requirements of either the pork or the bacon 
trade, and more premiums are being offered 
for Large White Yorks. A useful type of pig 
for present-day demands 1s the first cross 
between a Large York boar and Ulster sows. 
chiefly the lop-eared bonhams look well. 
Better results, however, would probably be

EXPERIMENTAL PLOTS IN 
MEATH. 


At a meeting of the Meath County Com- 
mittee of Agriculture in Navan on Monday 
a circular was read from the Department of 
Agriculture, stating that, m view of the 
possibility of an extension of beet-growing in 
other districts, they were disposed to have 
further trials'in the county for the coming 
season, and suggesting that the agricultural 
instructor should arrange for the laying down 
of tour suitable experimental plots. 

Mr. Corcoran, the instructor, said that he 
had arranged these experimental plots—one 
near Navan, one near Duleek, one at Dun- 
boyne and a fourth near Trim. Major 
Gerrard, he said, had one of these experi- 
mental plots; and had been in communica- 
tion with the factory. 

Major Gerrard said that he grew some 
beet last year for the factory and some for 
his'-own use, and they were both very satis- 
factory crops. In fact, the article which he 
grew for his own use had a slightly higher 
percentage of sugar than the experimental 
plot. He asked the factory if they would 
take it, and they did; ke found it paid better 
than any other branch of tillage. But when 
he wrote this year asking what they would 
tuke from him, they replied that they were 
sorry that they could not take any, as it was 
not an economic proposition. He thought 
that this was on aecount of the railway fare. 

The Chairman (Mr. M. Monaghan) asked 
how much was the carriage from Gibbstown 
Station to Carlow.

PARTY of four people went motering 

through Ireland. During a holiday 
of five weeks they were in ten different 
hotels, Fortunately, their sense of 
humour was stronger than their selí- 
importance, and, having set out with the 
intention of enjoying themselves, they 
laughed their way through the vicissitudes 
of their board and lodging. 

Apparently the greatest upset one can 
cive a small hotel is to arrive in the 
evening and ask for dinner. Beds seem 
always ready. and in any reputable hotel 
clean and comfortable. Breakfast. 18 
secure—it seems to be an expected meal. 
Supper of cold ham, or eggs with tea can 
be had, but late dinner is a crime. 

Blank is the expression that greets the 
question: “And could we have some 
dinner now?” It soon became a more de- 
precating appeal, “Could we have any 
sort of dinner?’ and finally, “I wonder 
could you possibly let us have a meal— 
not tea and eggs and bacon? We have 
had bacon and eggs for breakfast, and 
ham and hard-boiled eggs for our wayside 
lunch for days, and we've had tea three 
times to-day already; and could you 
manace cutlets, or chops and chip potatoes 
a little canned fruit, and coffee?’

The established late dinner of five courses 
was of a painful sameness ; not even out- 
door appetites could make it attractive. 
Bottled peas and canned beans (in July) 
alternated with dreadfal cabbage, coarse 
and green, and “of a smell!” 

Both these hotels had wardens, one very 
large. In this hotel the left-over of ill- 
cooked new potatoes served at lunch were 
sent up mashed (save the mark!) for 
dinner, to the loud-spoken disgust of a 
nice-looking American party, whe did not 
seem to know what the mess was intended 
to be, and kept asking for the new 
potatoes written on the menu. It took an 
Irishwoman to diagnose the dish; but 
even she, a housekeeper of thirty years’ 
experience, failed to place the joints (de- 
sivnated roast beef and mutton), tough, 
stringy, fat, as being any known culinary 
section of cow or sheep. 

The tour seemed to be a choice between 
starving in beauty or being fed in dreari- 
Surely, a hotel should expect the 
unexpected? Surely their larders are not 
always empty? This motor party had 
simple tastes. but at 12s. to 17s. a day 
apiece, they felt they had a right to ex- 
pect appetising food and necessary 
comiorts.

In no one of those ten hotels had they 
all a traveller needs for even a night's 
comfort. Had they candle and matches, 
there would be no bedside table to put 
them on. Carrying candles and matches 
with them, they improvised candlesticks 
with tumblers or tooth-brush 
jars well padded, A chair and dressing 
case made a table, but then they lacked a 
chair. Raids on other rooms sometimes 
proved successful; a flower-pot stand from 
a deserted drawingroom was a “ find.”

They coloured those quaint, fresh little 
rooms with soft, plain colours, tore away 
unnecessary and ragged lace curtains and 
hard, flapping blinds, put up soft case- 
ment cloth on wide curtain-poles, so that 
they could be used as blinds, or drawn 
back to let in the glorious air. 

They furnished the place simply and 
adequately, saw that every guest had

I have heard 
grave questions raised what might happen, 
now the easy-payment system is so inter- 
woven with American life, if any slump 
period came in the U.S.A., and millions of 
instalment payments were to cease sud- 
denly. However, that is America’s problem, 
not ours, though the same system is creep- 
ing in here. 

In one respect England is giving a lead 
to America at America’s own game. 
Nowhere in the United States is there a 
theatre which sells its tickets on the easy- 
payment instalment plan. But that is to 
be tried now in London, starting with the 
Easter holidays, at the Lyceum Theatre. 
Miss Ellen Terry, possibly, could give us 
an idea what Sir Henry Irving would 
have said about such a departure at his 
famous dramatic home. 


Chief Justice and American Bar.

Ninety Years Ago. 


Just ninety years ago to-day one of the 
first two passenger steamers which 
crossed the Atlantic from port to port 
under steam alone left Cork Harbour for 
America, She was the steamship Sirius, 
which was owned by the St George Steam 
Packet Company, which afterwards 
became the City of Cork Steam Packet 
Company. The Sirius steamed out of Cork 
Harbour on the 4th April, 1838 on her 
adventurous journey t> the New World. 
She encountered very severe weather, but 
gallantly battled to her destination, 
anchoring safely inside Sandy Hook on 
April the 22nd. Her average sailing speed 
was. seven knots an nour, and her best 
day’s run was two hundred and twenty 
miles, The Sirius was a two-masted ship 
with one funnel and a length of one 
hundred and seventy-eight feet. 

An English vessel called the Great 
Western, belonging to a steamship com- 
pany of the same, name, made a serious 
efiort to wrest tho honour of being the first 
steamship to cross the Atlantic from the 
Jrish-owned vessel. She left Bristol three 
days after the Sirius steamed out of Cork 
and reached New York only four hours 
after her. But she was a much bigger 
hout than the Sirius, being 1,540 tons as 
against the 703 tons of the latter. The 
average speed of the Great Western was 
8.2 knots an hour, and her best day’s run 
two hundred and forty-seven miles. 


Busy Pension Officers. 


The busiest officials in the Irish Free 
State Civil Service at the moment are the 
Old Age Pensions officers. In the 
Customs and Excise offices all over the 
country the officers are burning the mid- 
night oil, vas, or electricity reviewing the 
claims of the pensioners who aspire to the 
increased maximum of 10s. 

The officers are hopeful that every 
pensioner who is entitled to the full rate 
will be able to draw the extra shilling 
next Friday.

The Pope and Ireland. 


I was talking yesterday with an Irish 
scholar who was in Rome with the 
Franciscan pilgrims.

His Holiness spoke particularly of St.

Cathedral, Dublin, this year, Bach’s setting, 
based on the Gospel according to St:-John, 
was chosen, and last night the first part was 
sung by the choir in the presence of a large 
congregation. ; 

The “ 8t. John ' Passion is simpler in every 
way than the massive ‘‘St, Matthew ” Passion 
of Bach. It consists largely of narrative de- 
livered by solo tenor, with the words of Jesus 
and other utterances contained in the text 
allotted to separate voices, the full choir re- 
presenting the concourse of Jews. From time 
to time the narrative is held in pause while a 
ehorale is sung, the words dwelling on the 
Saviour’s love and sacrifice. Reflective also 
are the arias which occur at intervals. Some 
-of these arias were omitted from the part 
sung last night. Those which were sung were 
the soprano aria, “I follow Thee also, my 
Saviour,” and the arioso for bass, ‘‘ Consider, 
O my soul.'' 

The narrative begins with the betrayal in 
the garden, and proceeds to the examination 
before the high priests, the denial by Peter, 
and the incidents at Pilate’s judgment hall. 
The second part, which will be sung to-night, 
continues with the further demands of the 
Jews to have Jesus delivered to be crucified. 

So far as the musical design of the work is 

concerned, the main point is concentration on 
the simplest manner of delivery of the narra- 
tive. In the recitative the one point at which 
the music is anything more than syllabic is 
that which tells of Peter’s bitter tears after 
his denial of the Master. There a very mov 
ing musical embellishment is Ba to the 
words, Again, the only big chorug is that 
which is placed at the opening of the cantata, 
“ Lord, our Redeemer.’’ The chorales are set 
to exquisite harmonies, and those verses which 
were sung last night without accompaniment 
were most appealing in their devotional senti- 
ment. 
The solos were sung with suitable expres- 
sion, and the organist kept his part true to 
the spirit of the work. Beyond a massive 
support for the elaborate opening chorus, he 
supplied merely a judicious background for 
the narrative utterances, with the obbligato 
to the soprano aria, played on a well-chosen 
solo stop, as the only high light. 

It must be said that the “ St. John ” Passion 
is the more suitable of the two in relation to 
the devotional aspect of these Holy Week 
Services, since it affords little scope for that 
element of display of performing technique 
which must occur in regard to the more 
elaborate music of the ‘St. Matthew”’ 
Passion,

Irish Literary Society's President. 


Mr. Richard Ashe King, who has just 
been re-elected President of the flourishing 
Irish Literary Society, is one of the most 
remarkable Irish personalities resident in 
London. 

Mr. Ashe King was formerly engaged in 
Church work in Yorkshire for many years. 
He served as a curate at Bradford, and 
then for fourteen years as vicar of Low 
Moor, Yorkshire. He has since described 
this period as one of the happiest periods 
of his life, and on the occasion of his 
silver wedding he was especially gratified 
to receive from his old parishioners 4 
wedding cake and a cheque for £150. 

After his period of clerical work, he de- 
voted himseli to literary work, and for 
nearly forty years was the literary editor 
of Truth, He has made a close study 
of leading Irish literary and other figures, 
and he is recognised as an authority on 
Goldsmith, Dean Swift, and other writers. 

Although now approaching his 90th 
birthday, Mr. Ashe King’s powers show no 
sign of abatement, and the successful 
session of ‘the Irish Literary Society just 
concluded is due largely to his vigour. 

He himself has delivered lectures on 
Edmund Burke, Sheridan, and Gold- 
smith, and at the last lecture Mr. 
Augustine Birrell, who presided, paid a 
high compliment to Mr. Ashe King, whose 
study of Goldsmith was, he said, one of 
the subtlest discourses he had ever heard.

In Dublin the hundredeth anniversary of 
Henrik Ibsen's birth is being celebrated this 
week by the Abbey Theatre Companys 
performance of ‘‘ John Gabriel Borkman.”’ As 
one sat in the crowded theatre last night it 
was hard to reconcile oneself to the admitted 
fact that Ibsen, in these countries, is not 
popular in fhe ordinarily accepted meaning of 
the term. ‘‘ John Gabriel Borkman’”’ grips the 
imagination and holds the attention and the 
sympathy of an ordinary theatre audience. 
The production and the playing last night fell 
little short of the greatness of the work itself, 
The stalls were filled, and the pit and balcony 
were packed, From both sections there came 
at the end a unanimous and pronounced ex 
pression of approval. Ibsen was popular. 

‘*‘Borkman’”’ has been produced so Fa 

anywhere that it.is almost a new play. In it 
Che Stanleys. we have a great deal of what ia known. as 
Ibsenism, presented in a way that appeals to 
those who know nothing oí the word Ibeenism 
and its implications, but give themselves com- 
pletely to the drama of humanity, as it un- 
folds itself upon the stage. 

Borkman is the idealist, the man obsessed 
with the desire for power, not for his own 
selfish gratification, but for the furtherance of 
the happiness of his fellows. We find him, 
years after his release from prison, still eon- 
fident of himself. His wife regards him as 
dead. and lives to see his son, Krhart, re- 
establish the name of Borkman. Her sister, 
Ella, has -reared the boy, and idolises the 
voung man because he is the son of the John 
Gabriel whom she loved and still loves. They 
all fight almost savagely for the possession of 
Erhart, who in the pride of his youth casts 
them all off for the possession of the Vamp 
woman, Mrs. Wilton. 


THE HANDICAP. 

In this play, more than in most of their 
undertakings, the members of the Abbey com- 
pany had to face the handicap of familiarity 
that is a weight on all repertory players. 
They never completely got away from that 
initial difficulty, and there was a certain 
unevenness in the performance. But, taking 
the production as a whole, it was a good and 
likeable presentation of an exacting Ibsen 
work, 

The notable performance of the night was 
Miss Crowe's Gunhild. She grasped the full 
intention of the creation of the mother whose 
love for her son is dominated by a determina- 
tion that through him she shall hold her 
head high again. Miss Craig's Ella was at 
times fully equal to Ibsen’s conception of the 
part as he wrote it, but at others she was 
weak and hesitating. The fault ‘came, we 
should imagine, from want of self-confidence. 
If Miss Moore had “ pictured’’ her part in 
the third act, she would have left a better 

eneral impression. In this act both she and 
Mr. Shields were perfunctory. 

Mr. McCormick carried through a fine idea 
of Borkman. He made the broken idealist a 
man in whom we could all believe without an 
undue strain on the intelligenee. Mr. Dolan’s 
study of the writer of poetic nonsense was a 
little gem of character acting. Miss Curling 
had in Frida one of those sweet girlish parts 
which she plays witn so much ease and 
charm. 


It is hard to believe that Lord Derby

Besides, once he won the Derby, 
his family’s most popular monument, Lord 
Derby's ambition was complete. 


Sandhurst and St. Cyr. 


The visit of a party of Sandhurst 
cadets to St. Cyr is in the nature of a 
return visit; for last year twenty-five St. 
Cyriens were entertained at Sandhurst 
and shown the sights of London, where 
they were again féted and entertained. 
Such reciprocal hospitality will do much 
good work in strengthening the Entente, 

One of the fortunate St. Cyr cadets 
chosen to visit Sandhurst had some 
interesting comments to make on the 
contrast of life ai the two colleges. The 
first thing that seemed to have impressed 
him at Sandhurst was the tea—he made a 
gesture with his hands to indicate the 
height of the cakes piled on plates down 
the long table. Of course, afternoon tea 
is not yet a general custom in France, and 
the ‘‘fiv’ o’clock’’ differs considerably 
from our conception of tea.

Mr. Leslie Stuart, who 
has just died, was a composer who troubled 
little for words so long as he covld get the 
melody—the taciturn, mournful man who 
wrote that sparkling umber in “ Flora- 
dora ’’—'‘ Tell me, pretty maiden, are 
there any more at home like you?” the 
still more famous ‘' Soldiers of the Queen,’’ 
and “ Little Dollie Daydreams,’’ to name 
only a few of his successes.

Probably to-day the most interesting of 
the song-fashioners is one oí the youngest 
K.C.’s (who, incidentally, is eighty), 
Frederick Weatherly, the author of

to song-writing Perhaps, his most popu- 
lar efforts are ‘‘The Midshipmite,’’ '' The 
Old Brigade, ‘‘The Deathless Army,” 
“The Star of Bethlehem,” “ Up From 
Somerset” and " When You Come Home.”’ 

Mr. Weatherby is a Bath man, has 
written on the law, is the author of 
numerous books for children, and loves 
gossiping with his cronies either in the 
Temple or in his native Somerset.

How many 
people have heard of their composer, Amy 
W oodforde-Findor ? 


“HOME, SWEET HOME.” 


The songs of Stenhen Adams (Mr. May- 
brick) have been announced on concert pro- 
grammes all over the world..

How many people think of John Howard 
Payne, who died seventy-six years ago, 
who, in ‘‘ Clari, or the Maid of Milen,’’ 
wrote “ Home, Sweet Home’’ ? 

Who ever thinks of Robbie Burns when 
singing ‘‘ Auld Lang Syne,” ‘“ John 
Anderson, my Jo’’; who wonders who the 
unknown author was who wrote “ Annie 
Laurie’’? It is supposed that William 
Douglas, of Finland, wrote the immortal 
lines, which a famous author hes described 
as the greatest love lyric in the language. 
It was a woman, Carolina Baroness Nairn, 
who wrote ‘“‘ The Land o’ the Leal ’’— 

“In wearin’ awa, 
To the land o’ the leal.’’

Yankee Doodle’’ is really a British 
song; it can be traced back to the days of 
Cromwell. “Good Save the King” is 
German in origin. ‘*‘ Malbrouck s’en va-t- 
en guerre ” was sung by Marie Antoinette 
and became popular in England. It was 
known in England by the words, “We 
won't go home till morning,” and 
Beethoven used it in his “ Battle Sym- 
phony.”’ 

Think of the many famous singers of 
the English songs. I have heard Melba 
move a mining audience to tears; I have 
heard Charles Coborn make a hospital of 
overseas Tommies shriek like children with 
delight when he sang to them in. ten 
different languages ‘‘Two Lovely Black 
Eyes ’’ and ‘‘The Man who Broke the 
Bank at Monte Carlo.” They had heard 
about the songs from their fathers; they 
wanted to hear them themselves. They 
never expected to hear this wonderful 
young comedian of eighty—a man who 
tramps throngh Britain singing his old- 
time songs that charmed another genera- 
tion and still can charm this one.

point. The total expenditure on Irish ser- 
vices for that year (vide Annual Retarn Cmd. 
387) was £12,357,000. This sum does not 
include any proportion of National Debt 
charges or naval or military charges. 

In connection with the Government of Ire. 
land Bill, 1920, a White Paper was issued | 
showing how the revenue and expenditure 
for the proposed Northern and Southern 
Governments respectively were allocated. The 
expenditure was apportioned of a ulation 
basis—71$ per cent. for the wenty-six 
Counties and 285 per cent. for the Six 
Counties. Adopting this method of calcula- 
tion, we arrive at the sum of £8,835,255 as 
the proportion of expenditure for 1913-14 
chargeable to the area which is now within 
the jurisdiction of the Government of 
Saorstat Eireann. The addition of 75 per 
cent. allowed by Mr. Ruttledge’s calculation 
for increased prices for goods and services 
gives us £15,461.000 as the expenditure for 
the Free State on the basis of the last year 
before the war.

BOARD OF APPEAL TO BE 
SET UP. 


Several of the recommendations of the Com 
mittee on the Inspection of Primary Schools 
are embodied in three circulars issued by the 
Free State Department of Education. 
A scheme for the award of a primary school 
certificate will come into force during the 1928- 
29 school year; a board to investigate the re- 
ports of general inspections is to be set up, 
and revised instructions have been issued to 
inspectors for their guidance in the inspection 
of primary schools. 
A board consisting of a chairman and two 
other members will be appointed by the 
Minister for Education to investigate reports 
of general inspections against which an appeal 
has been made. 
The Irish National Teachers’ Organisation 
and other teaching bodies will be asked to 
nominate annually a panel from which a re- 
presentative will, according to the nature of 
the case, be selected by the Minister to act 
on the Appeal Board. The functions of the 
Board of Appeal will be to receive the appeal 
submitted to the Department by the n a 
teacher, either directly or through the man- 
ager, the report against which an appeal has 
been lodged, the detailed reasons submitted 
for such appeal, and the observations sub- 
mitted to the Department by the inspector 
whose report has n appealed against. 
For the purpose of carrying out the recom- 
mendation of the Committee that a special in- 
spector for supervising general inspection 
should be appointed, arrangements have been 
made to increase the number of deputy-chief 
inspectors from two to three.

The huge printing establishment in Cor- 
poration street, Belfast, owned by Messrs. 
Dee? Allen and Son, Ltd. yesterday 
passed into the hands of a new company. 
The new proprietors are Mr. Samuel C. 
Allen, Mr. Alan Rodgers and Mr. James 
Leitch, who is manager of the printing 
works. The firm of David Allen and Son, 
Limited, consisted of three separately con- 
ducted companies :—(1) The printing com- 
pany in Belfast, whose reputation 1s world- 
wide; (2) the bill posting business; and (ó) 
Theatres, Ltd. It is the printing business 
at Belfast that is involved in the recon- 
struction. 

The original firm of D. and J. Allen 
started in William street, South, Belfast, 
about sixty years ago, and as a result of the 
expansion of the business it moved in 1884 
to Corporation street, though the premises at 
that time were about one-third of their pre- 
sent extent. 


WHICH WOULD THEY CUT? 

Is there any of these services on which 
Fianna Fail would curtail expenditure?

The French Elections. 


On April 22nd the third general elec- 
tion since the war will be held in France. 
At the first election, which took place in 
1919, the parties of the Right had a sweep- 
ing victory; but 1924 brought a change 
in the attitude of the French people. Led 
by the Radical Mayor of Lyons, M. 
Herriot, the parties of the Left formed a 
cartel, and this combination was returned 
to power with a substantial majority. 
From that moment ‘until June, 1926, 
France was made the victim of a series 
of political and financial crises which very 
nearly wrecked the State. One Govern- 
ment after another rose and fell. The 
value of the franc was depressed to such 
an extent that it just escaped the fate of 
the German mark, and when, in June, 
1926, M. Raymond Poincaré tame into 
power, the ontlook could have 
been worse. li Poincaré, however, took 
command of the situation with remarkable 
France was saved from

energy and courage. 
financial coliarze; the Nationat Union, 
wich M. Poincaré at its head, leapt into 
public favour, and for more than twelve 
months France has enjoyed a period of 
stable governinent. Speaking at Car- 
cassonne on Sunday, M. Poincaré appealed 
for a renewal of popular confidence at 
the forthcoming elections. He told his 
audience plainiy that France was not yet 
s-cure. He outlined his domestic pro- 
gramme, declaring that the National 
Union alone could carry it into operation. 
This programme includes balanced 
Budget, rigid economy in every depart- 
ment of State, the fostering of industrial 
prosperity, the French 
exports, and the creation of a favourable 
trade balance. M. Poincaré’s speech had a 
success that surprised even his warmest 
supporters. When he arrived back in 
Paris on Monaay he was pelted with 
bouquets of violets. Many of his former 
opponents wer2 among the first to con- 
gratulate him, and, unless the mood of 
the people changes in the next few weeks, 
the triumph of the National Union at the 
polls seems to be assured. 

From the point of view of the outside 
world, by far the most interesting part 
of M. Poincaré’s Carcassonne speech was 
that which dealt with foreign affairs. 
Hitherto the French Premier's orations 
generally have been tirades against 
the Germans, but on Sunday he hinted 
at a possible Franco-German understand- 
ing, which, if.it should be possible, would 
trensform the whole political situation in 
Europe. He suggested that, if his National 
Union should be returned to power, a

tions. “This. year the full burden of tho 


Poincaré's idea is that it may be possible 
‘to mobilise Germany's railway and. in- 
dustrial debentures in such a way as to 
provide France with the ready money 
which she requires so urgently and, at the 
same time, to give the German taxpayers 
some measure of relief. Furthermore, 
although he makes no open reference to 
the problem of the Rhenish occupation, 
there is little doubt that he proposes to 
use this matter as a bargaining counter 
when the time comes. The speech has 
been received very favourably not only 
in France, but also.in Germany. If some 
agreement could be reached between Paris 
and Berlin in regard to the Dawes scheme, 
all Europe would benefit, and there would 
be little likelihood of any opposition from 
any of the other Allied Powers. Great 
Britain, above all things, desires peace 
on the Continent, and she would welcome 
any pact that would achieve that end. 
Of course, everything depends on M. 
Poincaré's success at the general elections, 
but his speech has opened the way to most 
interesting developments. Obviously a 
more reasonable spirit has been created in 
France, and for that blessing alone Europe 
has cause to be thankful. 


Mr. Baldwin and the Farmers. 


When Mr. Stanley Baldwin became 
Prime Minister kopes were roused of far- 


| reaching measures for the restoration of 


English agriculture; but even he could 
work no transformation of the country- 
side. The policy of the Coalition Govern- 
ment after the Great War amounted to a 
permanent subsidy of agriculture, and 
could not be reconciled with those British 
instincts which find socialistic practice 
repugnant. Parliament repealed the 
Agriculture Act under which this unsatis- 
factory policy had been essayed. The right 
alternative, in the opinion of many Con- 
servative statesmen, was the imposition of 
protective tariffs on imports competing 
with the produce of English farms. This 
policy clashed with English devotion to 
Free Trade. A general election defeated 
Protection, and the rural constituencies’ 
voted even more heavily than the urban 
against the protectionist 
policy. becomes obvious,”’ 
observes a parliamentary correspondent 
of The Times, \ iting in a special Agri- 
culture Number of that journal, “ that 
the two general policies, subsidy and pro- 
tection, were both inadmissible and that 
the way to help agriculture must be more 
devious and difficult.’” The Conservative 
Government has addressed itself, there- 
fore, to a patient and progressive policy 
Reorganisation of the whole 
farming industry is necessary, and helpful 
measures already have been adopted. Under 
a new Rating and Valuation Act the burden 
of rates on agricultural property has been 
lightened. A large giant has gone to the 
improvement of urban roads. Afforesta- 
tion has been promoted. The increase of 
small holdings has been subsidised. 

Indirect gone, and 
go, much further. The 
Marks Act’ has stimulated 
up-to-date methods among producers and 
the prestige of native 
Drastic measures to improve the 
drainage of the land are in contemplation. 
A bold scheme for the provision of long- 
term credits is promised. Moreover, 
Parliament has granted £1,000,000 per 
annum to the Empire Marketing Board— 
a sum which already has been fruitful in 
helpful publicity and in the promotion of 
agricultural research. Some Conservative 
representatives wish to see a development 
out of the Empire Marketing Board which 
will crown all that has been done or 
attempted. This development the 
creation of an Imperial Customs Union, 
or Zollverein, “ which may bestow fiscal 
sanction upon the fact that the Empire 
unit.”

Homage to Death. 

The reading of old newspapers may be 
recommended to people who think that 
the world grows worse. They will find 
that our great-grandfathers, and even 
our. grandfathers, tolerated horrors and 
cruelties against which to-day’s national 
conscience would rise in high revolt. The 
young Dickens saw the swinging corpses 
of criminals who bad been hanged 
publicly at Newgate. Less than one 
hundred years ago the body-snatcher 
plied his hideous trade, and the doctors 
connived at it. Graveyards in Encland 
and Ireland were protected by midnight 
watchers against the ghouls who unearthed 
newly-buried bodies and sold them to the 
hospitals for purposes of dissection. In 
April, 1828, Tie Times. protested that ‘* the 
system of stealing bodies is dreadful” ; 
but it was not suppressed until the danger 
which this traffic involved for the living 
Was exposed by the crimes of Burke and 
Hare. The later mitigation of manners 
and society’s improving sense of decency 
are Shown strikingly in respect for the 
last resting places of the dead. During 
the Napoleonic wars thousands of British 
soldiers fell in France and Spain, and 
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of the world is not full of 
the Imperial War Graves Commission. 
France, Egypt, Gallipoli, Palestine the 
ordered cemeteries, with their Stones of 
Remembrance, furnish corners of foreign 
fields that are for ever England—and 
Ireland, too. To-day,.after.ten years of 
peace, the French express trains between 
Boulogne and Paris slacken speed as they 
pass the British war cemetery at Etaples. 
This homage to death is paid not only by 
the Western peoples. Yesterday the news- 
papers published an appeal which invites 
Moslem rulers to provide funds for the 
proper burial, in accordance with Islamic 
rites, of Moslems who die, penniless and 
friendless, in England—burial and a 
simple monument that, even in a strange 
and distant land, will,implore the passing 
tribute of a sigh.

Nature Study. 


When a bittern was shot in County 
Kerry some weeks ago the ornithologists 
were angry, although the circumstances 
made the offence almost inevitable. Wild 
life has found two friends during recent 
years in the researches of science and in 
the popularity of “nature study.” Science 
gives warning of the growing rarity of 
certain species, and induces Parliaments 
to make laws for their protection. 
“Nature study,” now taught generally in 
schools, is indoctrinating a new genera- 
tion—slowly, perhaps, but surely—with 
the creed that the camera is a more 
interesting weapon than the gun. A dead 
bird or badger is a more or less useless 
bundle of feathers or fur. A live bird or 
badger is a thing of fascinating manners 
and movements, a constant stimulus to 
intelligent curiosity.. Moreover, “nature 
study” need not lack the finest thrills of 
the chase. To photograph a tiger or 
gorilla at close quarters demands cunning 
and courage that the hardiest shikari must 
envy. In recent years science has been 
playing a delightful game of hide-and-seek 
with the animal creation: it has been 
trying, with much success, to map the 
migrations of birds. When a swallow is 
labelled in Ireland and, so labelled, is 
captured in Africa. the store of human 
knowledge is increased. Messrs. Witherby, 
of London, are experts at this game. The 
migrations of fishes are more mysterious— 
perhaps, we shall never discover the 
salmon’s sea haunte—but this research 
also is yielding good results. In a lecture, 
on Monday, Mr. A. C. Hardy described 
the Discovery expedition’s efforts to trace 
the migrations of whales. Do whales cir- 
cumnavigate the poles in summer-time, 
and do they pass from une polar hemisphere 
tv the other? Science is on the track of 
these problems. In 1924 numbered discs 
were shot into the bodies of living whales 
near Iceland, and now the Discovery’s 
sister ship, the William Scoresby, is 
following up this experiment in the 
Antarctic seas.

Scottish Home Rule.

It pro 
vides for the establishment in Scotland 
of a single-Chamber Parliament, dealinz 
with Scottish affairs, which shall . have 
sovereign power to make laws for the 

ace, order and good government of 
e-otlend. An executive committee to aid 
and advise the King’s representative in 
Scotland would be responsible to the 
Scottish Parliament, while the executive 
power is to continue vested in the King, 
who will be represented by a Lord High 
Commissioner. Members of the Imperial 
Parliament who represent Scottish con- 
stituencies are to retire from Westminster, 
while, with the exception of the Navy, the 
Army, the Air Force and the Foreign 
Office, all national services and depart- 
ments are to come under the sole control 
of the Scottish Parliament. An interest- 
ing addition is that a Supreme Court of 
Scotland is substituted for the House of 


Lords as the final Court of Appeal. 


The Afghan King. 


The King and Queen of Aighanistan 
leave London on Thursday in order that 
they may spend Easter in Paris before 
crossing Europe to Constantinople, where 
they are to make a stay. The departure 
of King Amanullah will be regarded as 
a blessing by the police authorities, whose 
work has been greatly imcreased during 
his visit. On occasions the King’s suddenly 
expressed desire for a drive has upset the 


completed programme for the day. When 


he returned to London from the Grand 
National arrangements had been made for 
his car to go from Euston to Claridge’s 
without a stop, but King . Amanullah 
wanted to see Trafalyar square and 
Piccadilly Circus at night, and insisted 
on going through the street traffic. There 
was some anxiety until a messace was sent 
out that he had arrived safely at the 
hotel.

EASILY MADE DANGEROUS. 

The Order issued by the Minister for 
‘Justice sets out that the toy revolver, 
known as the “ safety ” revolver, is about 
.22 calibre, and contains a certain number 
of chambers. ‘The barrel of the weapon is 
plugged up at or near the mouth, and 
the gas from the explosion ‘escapes 
through a small hole cut undefReath the 
barrel, between the bridge and the plug. 

The. ammunition used in these toy re- 
volvers consists of “ brass caps,’ and 
when discharged cause a report not unlike 
that of an ordinary revolver. A reputable 
expert gave hi; opinion -that-these toys 
could he easily converted so as to dis- 
charge a .22 calibre bullet. All that was 
needed was to saw off the top section of 
the barrel which held the plug. 

The Minister decided that these 
weapons were covered by the Firearms Act 
of 1925, and should not be allowed to be 
sold. 

In future no importation licences will, 
‘be issued for toy revolvers. and pistols, or 
for supplies of blank cartridges, except 
in bona fide cases when needed for sports 
‘meetings, handicappers, theatricals, etc. 
In future, aiso, any: persons found. in 
possession of these weapons will: be prose- 
cited as being in possession ‘of firearms. 

Traders who have stocks of these 
weapons on hands are to be given an 


opportunity of returning them to the 


sellers, and, where “this cannot be done, 
the stocks will be seized. Traders are to 
‘be warned that these weapons come under 
the definition of firearms; that these. 
‘weapons are illegal, and that they are 
liable to prosecution and heavy penalties 
if found selling them. 


PETROL PRICES. 


NO REDUCTION YET IN 
FREE STATE. 


Although the price of certain brands 
of petrol was reduced in Great Britain 
and Northern Ireland: on Sunday, no 
notification of a reduction in the Free 
State has yet been issued. 

Inquiries made in Dublin yesterday 
revealed the fact that the agents of the 
petrol companies concerned had received 
no instructions in the matter. 

In Northern Ireland the price of petrol 
from pumps has beén reduced by 14d. per 
The reduction in.the case of 
petrol in tins is $d. a gallon. 

It is underst that the reduction is 
not the result of a drop in the oil prices 
to wholesalers, but of a trade arrange- 
ment between wholesalers and. retailers.

A RUNWAY OF 
SLEEPERS. 


NEW PLANS FOR TAKE-OFF 
OF THE BREMEN. 


Owing to the bad weather conditions 
over the Atlantic, the German trans- 
Atlantic flight from Baldonnel, County 
Dublin, has again been postponed, and it 
is not likely that a start will be made for 
a few days. 

Arrangements are being made for laying 
down a special runway, and for this pur- 
pose several hundred railway sleepers have 
been purchased. 

The soft condition of the ground pre- 
vented a start last Thursday, and on the 
following morning, when the weather con- 
ditions were regarded as favourable, 

When the monoplane was being brought 
back to her hangar on Friday morning, 
after having been unloaded of a consider- 
able quantity of petrol, the narrow wheels 
of the under-carriage sank in the soft 
ground to a. depth of about four inches. 
Ii this happened in -a take-off, it. might 
result in a serious crash. 


Several hundred railway sleepers, 


therefore, have been purchased by Baron 


von Hiienefeld from the Great Southern 
Railways, and delivery of them is ex- 
pected at Baldonne!~ to-day, when the 
work of laying down the special runway 
will be immediately begun. 

The intention, it is stated, is to sink 
these sleepers in the ground on a level 
with the surface, beginning at the wooden 
starting platform that has already been 
constructed, so thet a fair length of a run 
will be given, in which the. monoplane 
will have attained sufficient speed te pre- 
vent the wheels from sinking in the 
ground. | 

The sleepers will give an even unyield- 
ing surface, which will also have the effect 
of taking away considerable strain on the 
machine at the start.

SWEDISH STEAMERS. 


NO MORE WOMEN COOKS, 
From Our Own CoRRESPONDENT. 
STOCHOLM, Tuesday. 

The woman “ kitchen help, who for 
years has been employed on the Swedish 
trawlers and tank steamers, will gradu- 
ally be replaced by men cooks. It has 
been found that the long sea trips, with 
their storms and trying climatic changes, 
are too strenuous for the women in the 
galley.

GIBRALTAR, April 3. 

When the Court re-opened to-day in the 
trial of Commander Daniel, the first witness, 
was Major Attwood, who stated that he was 
Commanding Officer of a battalion of Royal 
Marines, and was formerly on ‘Adiniral 
Collard’s staff. He said that on the evening 
of January 12 he met Commander Daniel 
aboard the Royal Oak for the first time 
towards the latter part of the dance. He 
had just finished dancing when he heard 
a voice raised in what seemed to bé angry 
tones. He looked round and saw Admiral 
Collard shaking his fist. at the. band and 
talking loudly. Commander Daniel went 
and spoke to Admiral Collard, and both 
then walked away, everyone standing round, 
staring ; a large number of people were ‘stand- 
ing about watching them. The witness knew 
that there were large numbers of people pre- 
sent, because he remembered that ús parted 
to allow the Rear-Admiral and Commander 
te pass through. 

He heard of the dance incident from his 
secend in command.

He warned me against making such a 
remark, and told me that the incident was 
closed. It was not a casual conversation, 
but distinctly formal.”’

The 
maximum sum which can he collected by 
a postman wili be £10, and where the 
amount is over £10 the addressee will be 
notified of the arrival] of the parcel or 
packet at the Post Office, and must call 
for it there.

RIGA, Tuesday. 

Since the report of the various Commis- 
sions on the situation in the Don Basin, 
several Communist leaders are again 
advocating that foreign engineers should 
be t into the country.

‘Specialists in Soviet Russia, is now urging 
the Soviet Government to spare no money 
to send young Russian engineers abroad 
to learn Western methods, and is demand- 
ing that foreign experts should be brought 
inte Russia, because millions are being 
lost through incompetence in the carrying 
out of Soviet schemes. 

At the present time there are only 260 
foreigners employed as experts in Russia. 


SOCIETY WOMEN 
ARRESTED. 


ACCUSED OF AIDING THE 
MEXICAN REBELS. 
From OUR Own CoRRESPONDENT. 

MEXICO CITY. 

Thirty prominent people in the City of 
Leon, State of Guanajuato, have been 
arrested by the military police on a charge 
of actively aiding, abetting and partici- 
pating in armed revolt against the 
Government. Among those arrested were 
four women high in Guanajuato society. 

The police declare they have uncovered 
details of an extensive plot to supply 
arms, ammunition and information to the 
rebels regarding the movements of Federal 
troops. 

The rebels have been more than usually 
active in the uplands of Guanajuato and 
adjacent territory for the last six months, 
and the authorities declare their activity 
is due to encouragement and protection 
extended to the rebels by the organised 
Catholic Revolutionary Society. 

Owing to a published warning by the 
Government to persons found supplying 
arms, ammunition, food or shelter to the 
rebels, or otherwise aiding them, those 
arrested in Leon face the firing squad. 


SOCIETY WOMEN’S ARREST. 

Suspecting that Leon was the centre of 
the supply of arms and ammunition to 
the rebels, the police threw a cordon 
about the city, stopping all vehicles leav- 
ing and searching them. Several vehicles 
in twenty-four hours were found carrying 
arms and ammunition, among them one 
occupied by three society women, promi- 
nent figures in the Catholic League for 
Religious Defence. In their motor car 
were three thousand rounds of ammuni- 
tion for rifles and several army pistols. 

On information obtained from those 
arrested, the police proceeded to search 
more than a score of houses of prominent 
people in Leon and suburban towns, with 
the result that details of a far-reaching 
plot to aid the rebels and promote revolu- 
tion were found. 

It is said that a society of Catholics 
was formed some months ago to aid the 
rebel leader, Daniel Taraujo, who has 
been terrorising ranches and other places 
about the foothills and uplands of 
Guanajuato. 

From information obtained in the raids. 
the police have located in Mexico City the 
centre from which arms and ammunition 
have been sent to the rebels in the sur- 
rounding hills for several months. Among 
those arrested. as directors of this centre 
are six young ladies of good society, all 
active in the Catholic League for Reli- 
gious Defence.

JUDGE ADVOCATE’S 
REPLY. 
“ EXTRANEOUS CRITICISMS.” 


Captain Calvert, the Judge Advocate, re- 
plied to Mr. Kimball's submission concerning 
the charges, frequently consulting his notes. 
The prosecution, he said, maintained that, 
whether the accused knew that his letter 
would go forward to a higher authority or 
not, he had no right whatever to include in 
it terms to be submitted which were subver- 
sive of discipline and contrary to King’s 
Regulations and Admiralty instructions, in 
that they contained remarks and criticisms of 
the conduct of a superior officer. 

Concerning the third and fourth charges, 
Captain Calvert said that whether the accused 
read his own letter or some portions of it 
was immaterial. The prosecution urged that 
it had been proved that the accused had read 
in public the major portions of the Captain s 
letter. The prosecution could not agree that 
this matter of obtaining witnesses was either 
necessary or had been carried out in a strictly 
naval and proper way. 

i: SERVICE RULE. 

“- I am unable to tell the Court,” Captain 
Calvert said, ‘‘ what can have been his reasons 
in bringing it up. There is a rule in our 
Service that any complaint must be dealt 
with immediately, and must not be allowed 
to lie dormant and then be brought up.. This 
is essential in the interests of justice, and 
applies right through, from the highest to 
the lowest. The accused inserted in his letter 
extraneous criticisms of a superior officer, and 
took no steps to erase those remarks two 
days later when he signed a typed copy. The 
criticisms in that letter have not been sub- 
stantiated. 

‘* What evidence has been 
disgust at the imsulting behaviour of the 
Admiral to the Captain? None. What evi- 
dence has been produced to show that the 
ship was discouraged? None. What evidence 
is there to show the effect on discipline and 
morale? None, except of a vague nature. 
The essence of all four charges is that the 
method adopted was contrary to, and sub- 
versive of, discipline.’ I contend that the 
charges have been proved, and that it is my 
final submission to the Court.” 

CHARGES” PROVED. 
THE COURT’S FINDINGS. 

The Court was then cleared to consider its 
finding. 

When it was re-opened the accused was 
brought in, and the Judge Advocate read 
the finding of the Court. 

‘*The Court,” he said, “finds that the 
charges against the accused are proved, and 
they are signed by members of the Court and 
the Judge Advocate.’’ 

The Judge Advocate then asked Com- 
mander Daniel if he desired to hand in any 
certificates. 

The accused then handed in his certificates, 
which the Judge Advocate read in Court. 

They began with the Bulwark, on which 
the accused served as a midshipman in 1905. 
Then followed, like a roll call, the names of 
the other ships in which he had served— 
namely, The Queen, Lord Nelson, Duncan, 
Victory, Pembroke, Vivid, Albion, Royalist, 
Dauntiees, Valiant. 

The certificates gave the period of service 
in each ship, followed by such testimonials 
from the captains as: “ A promising, hard- 
working young officer,”” “This officer’s 
abilities are of a very high order,” “A 
zealous, capable and smart young officer,”’ 
“He is tactful, and has good organising 
ability,” ‘*‘A good disciplinarian, and very 
loyal executive officer,’”’ ‘‘ A zealous and able 
gunnery officer, with great power of com- 
mand.’ 

After the certificates had been read, Com- 
mander Daniel, replying to the Judge Advo- 
cate, said that he did not desire to make 
any statement, or to call witnesses of 
character.

taly hich promote the spiritual, moral 
or physical education of children. 

The new, law, which will be enforced 
within a month by Prefects in all seventy- 
six Italian. provinces, means the complete 
abolition of all Catholic children’s organi- 
sations, against which it is directly aimed. 
Y.M.C.A. organisations in the larger 
towns, such as Rome, Turin, Naples, 
Genoa and Milan, will also be affected by 
the law, but its exact extent is not known. 
It is likely that they will be discontinued 
entirely, ' ' 

Junior classes will be prohibited, but 
adult organisations will be allowed to go 
on. Thousands of Italian Catholic Boy 
Scout organisations, directed by parish 
priests, will be disbanded by the law, the 
effect of which will be felt most in rural 
and small town districts, where the parish 
priests are most powerful. 

The larger towns will not be heavily 
affected, since- the Catholic. Boy Scout 
organisations already have. been partially 
disbanded there, through the . consent 
given by the Vatican some time ago, in 
exchange for the privilege ‘of maintaining 
Catholic boys’ organisations in the rural 
centres. 7

THE ' POPE’S’ SPEECH 
EXPLAINED.

REPLY TO CRITICISMS. 


From ' Tas TIMES ' CORRESPOSDENT, 
ROME; Tuesday. 

The recent speech by the Pope to the 
Diocesan Union of Rome and the prompt 
action taken by Signor. Mussolini: with 
regard to the Catholic Boy Scouts’ Asso- 
ciations. are analysed. this evening by the 
editor of the Osservatore Romano. 

The writer deplores the sharp criticisms 
of the Pope’s speech which have appeared 
in a section of the Fascist Press, and 
rejects the accusation that the Pope 
showed hostility to the Italian State. «As 
the Common Father of all Catholics, the 
Pope was entitled to make his voice heard 
on a question intimately affecting the 
education of youth. 

In reading over again the Pope's 
address, the editor declares that he has 
failed to find anything which justifies the 
remark that the Pope has interfered in 
the internal affairs of the State. 

Turning to education, the editor of the 
Osservatore Romano states that the Pope 
did not claim for the Church a sdaopoly 
in the education of youth, but had, on the 
contrary, criticised the Fascist Govern- 
ment for attempting to bring under its 
sole control not only the physical but the 
moral and spiritual education of youth. 

The writer finds in all this controversy 
a misunderstanding which he attempts to 
remove. The Holy Father, he says, 
demands in an express manner on behalf 
also of Christian parents a Christian 
education and upbringing of youth, and he 
reaffirms at the Church alone, by 
Divine mandate, has this mission and the 
means to fulfil it. 

The Fascist State wants entire and com- 
plete education and preparation of Italian 
manhood. There is, therefore, no ground 
for a conflict between Church and State, 
but a beneficent co-operation between the 
Church and the State. 

The Holy Father complained that, in 
place of the harmony that should exist 
between Church and State, there still 
existed some incomprehension about the 
task of the Church. The writer, there- 
fore, urges that the field of action should 
be clear y defined, so that further grounds 
of complaint may be avoided in future.

MISSIONARY COUNCIL IN 
JERUSALEM. 


DELEGATES ON MOUNT OF 
OLIVES.

JERUSALEM, Tuesday. 

By special permission of the Grand Mufti, 
the delegates to the International Missionary 
Council, were allowed to visit the donre of 
the rock and the temple area this afternoon. 

There was a picturesque scene later on the 
top of the Mount of Olives. The delegates of 
the fifty-one nations who.are attending the 
Conference, and who represent the entire 
Protestant world, entertained the patriarchs 
and. bishops of the. ancient Eastern 
Churches, including His Beautitude Damianos, 
the Orthodox Patriarch, His  Beatitude 
Tourian, the Armenian Patriarch, and the 
Coptic Bishop’ of Jerusalem. 

The Superior of an Abyssinian Convent, as 
representing what is, perhaps, the most 
ancient. surviving ' National Church oí 
Christendom, roused particular interest in the 
visitors from the Far East, who are striving 
to create their own national Churches; The 
Russian. Archbishop Anastary and the 
Samaritan High Priest were also present. 

The mingling of the various ecclesiastical 
vestments and the bright native costumes 
created a brilliant spectacle, and the fact 
that ultra - modern Protestants rubbed 
shoulders with the Samaritan High Priest, re- 
presenting one of the most ancient surviving 
sects in the world, did not fail to strike the 
imagination.

OPENED BY MR. J. H. THOMAS.

It may be assumed, however, 
that those Governments which have stood by 
the Dawes plan would not object to a revision, 
provided thaí their own war debts “were 
amended at the same time. 


M. POINCARE’S STATEMENT. 
WASHINGTON, Tuesday. 

M. Poincaré's suggestion in his speech at 
Carcassonne on Sunday .regarding the liquida- 
tion of Germany 's reparation obligations has 
not surprised officials of the ‘Treasury or 
State Department. Though no comnmient is 
forthcoming, it is well known that many 
prominent officials here expect that France 
will make a determined effort to have the 
whole subject of inter-Allied debts, which is 
linked in the French view with the cognate 
question á German reparations,  reopened 
after the French and American elections this 
year, 
” Neither France nor the United States has 
ratified the agreement reached by Mr. Mellon 
and M. Berenger, although the French Go- 
vernment is making payments under the 
terms of this a Payments for the 
current year will total thirty million dollars 
(£6,000,000). It has been pointed 
out, however, more than once by 
experienced observers that any attempt to 
grant more liberal terms of payments, espe- 
cially to France, or to cancel any part of the 
present funded debts would probably preci- 
pitate a big fight in the Senate and House of 
Representatives, as certain elements in Con- 
gress are notoriously opposed to such a policy.

Moreover, it is realised that it would. be 
manifestly inequitable to make still further 
concessions in the case of France, when 
Great Britain has shouldered without demur 
the vast burden of its own indebtedness. It

STATISTICS.

EFFECTS OF COAL DISPUTE 

AND GENERAL STRIKE. 

The criminal statisties for England and 
Wales during 1926, just issued, show 
that the number of indictable offences 
known to the police was 133,460, an in- 
crease of 19,474, or 17 per cent. on 1925, 
and 26,625, or 25 per cent. more than the 
annual average for the five years 1920-24. 
Ninety-six per cent. of the increase wére 
classifiéd as indictable offences, and 73 per 
cent. of the increase fell under the 
heading, “Simple larceny and minor 
larcenies.”” 

The report adds: “The increase in in- 
dictable offences occurred almost and 
wholly in the colliery districts, and 
appears to be attributable to the effects of 
the stoppage in the coal-mining industry 
and of the general strike.’’ 

During the year there were 36 cases of 
riot, against 13 in 1925, and 41 of in- 
timidation, against 91 the previous year.

Rather more than four per cent. of the 
whole number of persons proceeded against 
for fiminal offences were juvenile 
offenders. These totalled 29,388, of whom 
25,600 were brought before juvenile courts, 
and 3,788 before ordinary courts, Only 
one was sent to. prison.

coal burnt mside the tomb. The care-

Qn her mother’s birthday, in December, 
1926. she again visited the cemetery, taking 
with her flowers, fruit and bread and wine, 
to place in the vault. — According to her 
story she was more or less driven from the 
spot, The flowers and fruit and bread and 
wine had to be dropped anywhere. - 

Mr. Hurst said that Miss Hoskyns-Abrahal! 
had described as a member of the 
Orthodox Greck Church. but that was in- 
correct. She was a Protestant, though her 
views with regard to performing pious acts 
near the remains of the departed were akin 
to the views held by the Orthodox Greek 
Church. 

SWEET GYMS AND DEODORANTS. 

Giving evidence, Miss Hoskyns-Abrahall 
said that she was the daughter of the late 
John Hoskyns-Abrahall, who was a great 
scholar at Oxford in his day. After her 
mother died m 1915 she purchased four grave 
spaces in Paignton Cemetery, and obtained 
a licence from the Council to erect a vault 
there. The vault cost approximately £200. 
For the vault she bought some small chairs, 
a table and screen, and some vessels 
jor flowers, sweet gums and deodorants. She 
said that the early Christians, the first 
Protestants, regarded the care of the body as 
of frst importance. 

On one visit a man standing astride the 
covertig stone of the vault seized her wrist 
and tried to throw her down, but did not 
succeed, On another occasion she was 
burning aromatic ‘plants and gums, and was 
cleaning. out the ventilaters, when some 
people looked in. They came back Jater with 
a policeman, who told her to come out, and 
later dragged her out, throwing her on thie

WHAT THE ACT SAYS. 

The announcement (says the Lobb 
Correspondent of the Press Apseciation) 
raises the question of the representation 
of Ashton-under-Lyne. The Bankruptcy 
a debtor, who 
incapable of

is adjudged bankrupt, is 
ee elected to, or of sitting, 

in the House of Commons, or on any 
House of Commons Committee, until the 
adjudication is annulled, or until he ob- 
tains from the court his discharge, with a 
certificate to the effect that his bankruptcy 
was caused by misfortune, without any 
misconduct on his part. 

In the case of a member of the House 
of Commons, if the disqualifications im- 
posed by the Act are not removed within 
six months from the dating of the Order, 
the Court is required to certify the 
bankruptcy to the Speaker, whereupon the 
seat becomes vacant. 

As no penalty. attaches to a bankrupt 
for sitting and voting, and as no official 
notice of his bankruptcy is required to be 
pe to the og for six months, the 

nkrupt member, according to Erskine 
May’s ‘ Parliamentary Practice,” sits with 
impunity, unless the House takes notice 
that he is incapable of sitting and voting, 
and orders him to withdraw.

DOCTOR’S LIFE. 
Eairruiórinimaiú 
ADVICE TO NEW GRADUATES 

OF QUEEN’S UNIVERSITY. 

As a result of the Arts supplementary 
examinations, held for the first time in 
autumn, there was a much larger number of 
degrees conferred on graduates of Queen’s 
University, Belfast, yesterday morning than 
is usual at the spring graduation ceremony 
which hitherto had been confined to medical 
and honorary graduates. 

The Vice-Chancellor of the University (Dr, 
R. W. Livingstone), who occupied the chair, 
said that all people had some ideal for them- 
selves, some idea of how they as individuals 
should behave. They should have an ideal 
also for their profession—be it medicine, law, 
teaching, or marriage. 

Most of them, added the Vice-Chancellor, 
were going to be doctors, and he would read 
to them the ideal of the dctor’s life, written 
in the form of an oath attributed to Hippo- 
crates, the father of medicine, Let them 
improve on that oath if they could. The 
world ought to have advanced sufficiently in 
2,500 years for them to improve on it. Let 
them not fall behind it, 

Whatever their profession was, concluded 
Dr. Livingstone, they should have an ideal 
for it, and do their best to live up to it for 
the honour of their profession, for their own 
conscience’s sake, for the good of the world, 
and, he might add, for the credit of their 
University.

CATTLE.

HORNS FOR MILKERS. 


“ With the development of milk recording, * 
writes Professor J. P. Drew, of the Faculty 
of Agriculture, University College, Dublin, 
in the Journal of the Department of Agricul- 
ture, “the selection of heifers for our dairy 
herds should not be done in the haphazard 
way it has been carried on in the past. 
Shorthorn heifers intended for breeding 
should be kept from high-yielding cows only. 
All other heifers should be designated for 
beef from the time they are born, and they 
should be fed and managed accordingly.” 

From complaints which have been made as 
to the damage done to fat heifers by their 
horning one another during transit, Professor 
Drew is convinced that the time has come 
when all shorthorn heifer calves not bred 
from cows having a reasonably high milk 
record should be dishorned. The advantages 
to the farmer to be derived from such a 
course would be so great as to warrant the 
matter being seriously considered. The horn- 
less heifers would be improved as beef pro- 
ducers, while the horned heifers would be 
increased in value, the horns being a brand 
or stamp that they were bred for milk. — 

Hitherto dishorning has been almost entirely 
restricted to er Bi the removal of the 
horns from heifers being objected to mainly 
on the ground that some of them might be 
kept on for breeding purposes, and it is 
needless to remark that a shorthorn cow 
looks more attractive with horns than with- 
out them. It is not generally realised that a 
dishorned animal, even when operated on 
with caustic — is more likely in after life 
to keep its head down, and, therefore, not 
look so attractive in a fair or market as a 
horned cow, or even as an animal of the 
naturally polled breeds, 


CAUSTIC POTASH METHOD. 

Experiments carried out at the Albert 
Agricultural College, Glasnevin, indicate that 
cattle dishorned by means of a shears are 
adversely affected by the loss of blood sus- 
tained, and, contrary to expectations, do not 
thrive better afterwards. For this reason 
farmers are urged to adopt the caustic potash 
method of dishorning, which, besides being 
simple and inexpensive, can be done quickly. 

The operation, which should be performed 
when the calf is from two to seven days 
old, may be briefly described as follows :— 
First clip the hair from around the budding 
horns, the tips of which should then be 
slightly moistened, care being taken to avoid 
wetting the surrounding skin. Then rub the 
tip of each horn firmly with a stick of caustic 
potash until a light impression has been made 
on the centre of the horn. This can generally 
be done in less than half-a-minute. ie 
horns should be treated in this manner from 
two to four times, according to the size of 
the horn and the age of the animal, Tr 
about five minutes to elapse between each 
application. If, during the interval of five 
minutes after one or more applications, a 
little blood appears in the centre of the 
horn it will then be necessary only to give 
another very slight rubbing with the potash. 

In some cases the calf may show signs of 
acute pain after treatment. This can be 
relieved without lessening the success of the 
operation by applying, with a small brush 
or sponge, a solution of chloral hydrate in 
water. This solution, together with the 
caustic potash, can be obtained ready for use 
from a chemist. 

The following points should be carefuily 
noted :—Roll a piece of strong paper round 
one end of the caustic potash stick to prevent 
the fingers being injured. Do not moisten 
the horn too much, or the caustic will spread 
to the surrounding skin and destroy the flesh. 
For the same reason, keep the calf from 

tting wet for some days after the operation. 
Be very careful to rub on the centre of the 
horn, and not round the sides of it. The 
operation should not be attempted if the calf 
is more than nine days old. One man should 
hold the calf while an assistant uses the 
caustic. If caustic potash is exposed to the 
air it rapidly deteriorates, and becomes 
worthless. When not in use it must, there- 
fore, be kept in an airtight bottle,

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HEALTH INSURANCE 
BILL. 


EXTENDED BENEFITS.

From Our PARLIAMENTARY Cornesronpent.’ 


| WESTMINSTER Tuesday. 
The Postmaster-General (Sir William 
Mitchell-Thomson) announced a very im- 
portant extension of the cash-on-delivery 
system in a long statement to the House 
of Commons this afternoon, 

He stated that the change would come 
into operation on Monday, April 30th. The 
facilities had been extended in order to assist 
traders and agriculturists, and small-holders 
in particular, The system will be extended 
to the letter post, so that goods can be 
sent at a lower rate than by parcel post, 
on which the minimum postage is 6d., an 
to the railways, in co-operation with which 
a €.0.D. scheme has been prepared. 

In explaining how the scheme will be 
worked, he said that the arrangements for 
the sending of C.O.D. packets by letter post 
will be identical with those in force for 
parcels, except that when the letter post is 
used the packets must be registered, 

Mr. Neville Chamberlain’s bill to amend 
and extend the National Health Insurance 
Acts was discussed on the motion for second 
reading. The Minister stated that the bill was 
based on the report of the Reyal Commis- 
sion, issued in 1926. It was the ontcome of 
the National Health Insurance Act, for whieh 
Mr. Lloyd George was responsible. In his 
opening remarks the Minister congratulated 
Mr. Lioyd George on the fact that the prin- 
ciples of his scheme had been proved 
thoroughly sound by experience. It was true 
that shames had been made from time to 
time, and even now he dared not hope that 
we had reached finality. 

The most important clause of the present 
measure was that which dealt with the case 
of a man who was genuinely out of work 
because he could not find that employment 
for which he was obviously suitable. At 
present such a person was mulcted in penal- 
ties when he got into arrears. It was pro- 
posed to abolish these penalties, and recoup 
the approved societies’ losses from the Stamp 
Savings Account, the surplus of which at 
present went to the Exchequer. 

BENEFIT PERIOD. 

It was proposed to extend the period during 
which a person, after ceasing to be employed, 
would be maintained in full benefit. Under 
the new arrangement, any genuinely unem- 
ployed person was retained in insurance after 
he had ceased to pay any contribution for a 
period of from two and a half to three years. 
This was a generous provision, which, in his 
opinion, would meet all ordinary cases of un- 
employment which were likely to arise. 
Provision was also made in the case of people 
who were unable to obtain work by reason of 
age, and the way was made much easier for 
them to obtain the old age pension. The Bill 
aleo dealt with dental and ophthalmic treat- 
ment. 

Alluding to the motion for the rejection of 
the Bill which had been placed upon the 
paper by Mr. Rhys Davies, Mr. Chamberlain 
said that the hon. member, apparently, con- 
demned the Bill, not for what it contained, 
but for what it did not contain. It was that 
delightful lack of logic which so endeared the 
hon. member to the House. (Laughter.) He 
was actually proposing to deprive the ap- 
proved societies of the provisions for which 
they were asking, in order to emphasise his 
opinion that the Government ought to do 
something for which they were not asking. 

Mr. Rhys Davies, in moving his amendment, 
said that he welcomed the improvements in 
National Health Insurance; but the present 
Bill utterly failed to recognise, in the light 
of modern conditions, the necessity for making 
the scheme more national in character, by 
establishing the right of entry to many 
persons now excluded; it neglected to make 
benefits possible by restoring the State contri- 
butions of which the National Health 
Insurance Fund had ben deprived, 
and it failed in many respecte 
to carry out the recommendations of the 
Royal Commission. The report of the Com- 
mission contained 132 recommendations, and 
only 32 of them had been dealt with by the 
present bill. It was just like buying a 
tooh-brush and calling it a surgery, or buy- 
ing a bed and calling it an infirmary,

Sir Kingsley Wood, in winding up the dis- 
cussion, likened the attitude of the Labour 
Party to that of the dog in the manger.

CHARGE OF LARCENY BY 
OVERPAYMENT. 


At Cork Borough Criminal Court yesterday 
Michael Fitegerald pleaded ' not guilty ” to 
an indictment charging him with the larceny 
of £67 11s. Od., the property of the Provincial 
Bank of Ireland at Coburg street, Cork, on 
December 13 last, and with receiving the 
money knowing it to have been stolen. 

Mr. Maurice O'Connor, State Solicitor, who 
prosecuted, said that on December 15 last the 
accused man entered the Provincial Bank in 
Coburg street, Cork, and presented to one of 
the officials & bank draft for $85 drawn by 
an American bank on the Listowel branch of 
the Provincial Bank. He presented it to the 
clerk whose duty it was to cash drafts, and 
who took the to read £85. Accused man, 
who was accompanied by another man, whom 
the prosecution did not know, was paid the £85. 
The defendant denied the receipt of the 
money, stating, when arrested and cautioned, 
that he only received £17 and some 
coppers, which would be the correct amount 
he should have received. Accused man also 
said that he could not tell the amount of 
coppers he received, as he was pretty well 
drunk. The clerk who cashed the draft 
would prove that defendant showed no signs 
of drink at any time. The accused man 
knew that he was being overpaid, and from 
the very commencement intended to convert 
the money to his own use, which was an act 
amounting to larceny. 

After evidence had been given, the jury 
found the accused man guilty, with a recom- 
mendation to mercy. 

Judge Kenny asked the defendant if he 
would pay back the money, and defendant 
expressed his willingness to do so. 

Mr. J. J. Kavanagh, for accused man, said 
that £100 was deposited in Court, Fits- 
gerald was going back to America.

MINISTRY'S LETTER 
RESENTED. 


““A most impertinent and uncalled for 
letter,”’ said Mr, Harry Blake, solicitor, when 
he appeared on behalf of the staff at a 
special meeting of the Galway County Council 
yesterday. 

Mr. Blake was referring to a letter from 
the Minister for Local Government which 
was read at last Saturday’s meeting of the 
Council, following the recent inquiry by an 
Inspector of the Local Government Depart- 
ment into matters connected with the 
Council’s staff. 

Mr. Blake called special attention to the 
following paragraph of the letter :— 

‘*The Minister regrets to learn that the 
standards of efficiency, collectively and in- 
dividually of the staff generally engaged in 
the Oouncil’s clerical work are greatly below 
those obtaining elsewhere in the case of those 
County Councils whose business is known to 
ibe carried out on an average level of com- 
petence.”’ i 

Mr. Blake said that that statement was 
absolutely uncalled for and unjustified. 

NOTHING SERIOUS. 

Continuing, he said that the auditor dis- 
ocvered some discrepancies which had nothing 
whatever to do with the ratepayers’ money. 
There was nothing very serious, and nothing 
that would not happen in any public body, 
private corporation, or in any public com- 
pany. “I think,” he said, “ that it is to 
the credit of the officials of the County 
Council that there was not one penny of 
money gone where it should not have gone, 
and it is a strange thing that this gentleman 
discovered this body, and that the Minister 
then ordered this sworn inquiry. The sworn 
inquiry revealed nothing whatever other than 
what the auditor had revealed, that some of 
the accoutancy was not done in the way that 
the auditor would have done it. It revealed 
everything to the credit of the staff of the 
County Council. The staff greatly resents 


what has happened.” 

Chairman—And rightly so. 

_Mr.. Blake—There seems to be no justifica- 
tion for it. I think that the members of the 
County Council intend to support the staff. 

Chairman—Certainly. 

Mr. Blake—The Minister seems to fear for 
the affairs of the County Council. He seems 
to be afraid that the County Council 1s 
going to suffer “ serious monetary losses”’ in 
future. Well, they have jogged along for 
thirty years now without suffering money 
losses, and he can put his own house in order 
before he starts to criticise the Galway 
County Council. : 

Mr. O'Toole—Hear, hear. 

Mr. Blake—The Minister also states that a 
salary of £600 is not an adequate salary for 
the Secretary of the County Council to get. 
Of course, taking into consideration the 
salaries paid in Government offices, it is con- 
sidered small, but down here it is considered 
ample, and, at all events, Mr. Crowe is satis- 
fied to take it. The Minister—and this is 
where you come in—also states that he wants 
a duly and properly qualified accountant ap- 
pointed. 

MR. CROWE’'S PROMOTION, 

The meeting was specially called to pro- 
mote Mr. Patrick Crowe, accountant, as sec- 
retary, the Ministry having intimated in 
their letter that sanction would be forthcom- 
ing 1f the appointment of a properly qualified 
accountant was left to the Appointments Com- 
mission. When Mr. Crowe was previously 
promoted by the Council to the position sanc- 
tion was withheld. He was to-day again 
promoted unanimously. 

Mr. Cornelius Kennedy, Vice-Chairman, 
who presided, declared that it was not neces- 
sary to have had the recent inquiry, and that 
mountains were made out of molehilis, He 
congratulated both the staff and the Council 
on the fact that there had been no surcharge, 
and said that they had every confidence in 
their officials.

PRESS EXCLUDED FROM 
CORPORATION. 


The Press were excluded from a meeting 
of the Derry Corporation on Monday. 

A meeting of the Corporation was called 
for the purpose of striking the rates for the 
ensuing year, to consider a letter from the 
Northern Ministry of Home Affairs, in con- 
junction with a report of the sub-committee 
appointed to consider the rate collection, and 
to ‘‘pass a resolution authorising the Town 
Clerk to appoint a deputy, or deputies, for 
the discharge of his duties in examining the 
books of the Collectors of poor rate and all 
other rates.” 

After the striking of the rate of 15s. in 
the £, 11s. 3d. improvement rate, and 3s. 9d. 
poor rate, the Town Clerk suggested that 
the Council should consider the question of the 
future rate collection before considering the 
question of passing a resolution authorising 
the Town Clerk to appoint a deputy, or 
deputies, for the discharge of his duties in 
examining the books of the collectors of the 
rates, as what action they would take in the 
latter case would depend upon ‘the course 
they adopted in the tormer. 

The Council agreed to this suggestion, and 
the Mayor (Senator Hamilton, J.P.) said that 
they would take up the consideration of the 
future rate collection in committee, and the 
Press would kindly leave. 

Councillor Callaghan moved that the Press 
be allowed to remain. 

The Town Clerk said that it would be well 
for the Council to understand the position. 
The Corporation would be _ considering 
matters which might possibly involve litiga- 
tion. 

Alderman Captain Wilton protested against 
what he described as Councillor Callaghan’s 
‘‘unconsidered suggestion.” 

Councillor Callaghan said that his pro- 
posal that the Press be allowed to remain 
was not unconsidered. It was not fair to 
the ratepayers that these matters should be 
gone into in committee, and the public 
denied the benefit of any discussion that 
took place. He often found that when the

Mr. Laurence O'Neill, addressing the 
Justice, said that, not because he was per- 
sonally interested, he felt that it was 
outrageous that a respectable citizen could he 
charged with a serioys offence without the 

lice som precautions to verify their 1n- 
ormation. If such conditions were the general 
rule, he said, then no decent citizen would be 
safe from arrest. 

“Mary O'Neill was arrested before all the 
villagers in Portmarnock and charged with 
this heinous offence. What was to prevent 
the stain of such a charge having been made 
against her remaining in the minds of her 
neighbours unless ample apology were given,” 
proceeded Mr. O'Neill. “and her character 
publicly vindicated? Circumstances were con- 
ceivable in which this might not occur, and 
for this reason I consider the matter very 
serious. I feel that the matter _ should 
not rest, and that in future steps should be 
taken to avoid such indignities to respectable 
citizens.” 

When the case was last before the Court, 
Mary Christina Kelly, 86 Innisfallen parade, 
was then charged with illegal possession 
of the bicycle (stolen from 41 Rutland square 
on the 8th ult.), and also with receiving it 
knowing it to have been stolen, and evidence
